After  a  two-month  review,  the 
SF  Department  of  Building 
Inspection  has  designated  Sutro 
Tower  an  "essential  facility,"  trig- 
gering a  review  of  structural  up- 
grades currently  underway  on  the 
lower. 

The  department  began  its  re- 
view after  receiving  a  request 
from  Bob  Passmore,  zoning  di- 
rector for  the  SF  Planning 
Department,  who  says  he  acted 
in  response  to  safety  concerns 
raised  by  residents. 

The  decision  was  announced 
by  Jim  Hutchinson,  deputy  direc- 
tor for  the  SF  Department  of 
Building  Inspection,  who  de- 
clined to  give  details  at  the  time 
of  the  announcement.  However, 
the  decision  means  that  work 
currently  underway  to  strengthen 
the  lower  will  be  reassessed  and 
a  permit  to  hang  a  new  antenna 
for  transmission  of  digital  signals 
will  be  kept  on  hold. 

Residents  were  pleased  with 
the  decision,  calling  it  a  victory 
for  public  safely.  "I'm  delighted," 
responded  Nancy  Hogan,  presi- 
dent of  the  Twin  Peaks 
Improvement  Association. 

"Frankly,  we  consider  that 
structure  (Sutro  Tower)  an  essen- 
tial facility  and  we  expected  mat 
they  would  look  at  it  carefully 
before  installing  a  26,000-pound 
antenna,"  said  Hogan.

Rich,  library  upgrade  may  go  before  voters 


1998  bond  measure  sought

The  Richmond  Branch 
Library  may  get  a  facelift,  in- 
cluding a  seismic  retrofit,  mod- 
ernization, and  possibly  an  ex- 
pansion, if  a  proposed  bond  mea- 
sure is  approved  next  year.  The 
bond  measure  would  also  include 
retrofitting  three  other  library 
branches:  Noe  Valley,  Marina 
and  Golden  Gate  Valley. 

The  Richmond  Branch,  at  351 
Ninth  Ave.  (near  Clement),  was 
not  included  among  the  five  li- 
braries that  were  renovated  under 
a  1988  library  improvement  bond 
because  it  had  a  seismic  hazard 
rating  (SHR)  3.  It  was  reevaluat- 
ed in  1992  under  new,  stricter 
standards  for  seismic  safely,  and 
reclassified  to  SHR  4.  A  rating  of 
4  is  assigned  to  structures  most 
vulnerable  to  partial  or  total  col- 
lapse in  the  event  of  a  major 
earthquake  (of  the  same  magni- 
tude as  the  1989  quake  or 
greater). 

The  other  branches  to  be  im- 
proved, Noe  Valley  and  Marina, 
arc  ranked  as  SHR  4.  The  Golden 
Gate  Valley  Branch  (in  the  Upper 
Marina)  is  ranked  SHR  3,  which 
is  defined  as  vulnerable  to  struc- 
tural and  non-structural  damage. 

The  1992  evaluation  of  the 
Richmond  Branch  found  that  its 
roof  is  vulnerable  to  collapse  in 
the  event  of  a  major  earthquake. 
Major  structural  deficiencies  of 
the  building  are  due  to  the  lack  of 
connections  between  the  roof  di- 
aphragm and  resisting  walls  and 


the  use  of  unreinforced  masonry. 

In  addition,  the  edifice  does 
not  meet  current  state  and  federal 
guidelines  for  disabled  access. 

The  1914  grey  sandstone 
structure  is  registered  with  the 
City's  Landmark  Board.  lis  deco- 
rative plaster  ceiling,  nine  huge 
arched  windows  and  open  spaces 
are  among  the  features  the  staff 
and  public  want  to  preserve. 

Due  to  larger  fire  siairs,  addi- 
tional rcstrooms  and  wider  aisles, 
the  seismic-safety  retrofit  would 
reduce  the  space  in  the  reading 


rooms  by  approximately  20  to  25 
percent.  The  building  currently 
measures  9,318  square  feet.  The 
SF  Department  of  Public  Works 
(DPW)  is  considering  an  expan- 
sion that  would  make  up  for  the 
lost  space. 

With  an  average  of  965  daily 
visitors,  the  Richmond  Branch, 
the  City's  second-busiest,  is  too 
small  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
area,  said  Chief  of  Branches 
Marcia  Schneider.  The  branch 
serves  a  diverse  population  of  ap- 
proximately 48,000  people,  in- 
cluding the  City's  third-largest 
Chinese  and  the  largest  Russian 
and  Korean  communities.  It 


boasts  a  Chinese-speaking  librar- 
ian and  a  Russian-speaking  li- 
brarian, and  books  in  Chinese, 
Russian  and  Korean.  It  also  of- 
fers free  Internet  access. 

During  a  meeting  at  the 
branch  on  Oct.  6,  DPW  and  SF 
Library  staff  met,  along  with  six 
members  of  the  public,  to  discuss 
the  bond  measure.  Among  the 
concerns  raised  were:  better  use 
of  open  space,  allowing  space  for 
future  growth,  expanding  the  col- 
lection and  reducing  crowding  in 
the  reading  rooms.

Recreation  Center  moves  forward 

$4.6  million  contract  awarded  to  Chiang  CM  Const

The  SF  Recreation  and  Park 
Commission  gave  the  final  ap- 
proval for  a  new  Outer  Richmond 
recreation  center  scheduled  to 
open  next  year.  However,  some 
neighbors  still  claim  the  project 
will  have  a  negative  impact  on 
the  neighborhood. 

On  Nov.  20  the  commission 
approved  a  $4.6  million  contract 
to  build  the  center,  to  be  located 
on  18th  Avenue  between 
Clement  and  California  streets. 
The  construction,  which  will  be 
done  by  Chiang  CM 
Construction,  will  fill  the  current 
14,300-square-foot  empty  lot 
currendy  occupying  the  space. 

The  new  center  will  feature  an 
indoor  gymnasium  and  kitchen 


for  cooking  classes.  There  will 
also  be  a  meeting  room  for  use 
by  members  of  the  community. 
No  outdoor  facilities  are  planned. 

According  to  Tony  Leung, 
planner  for  SF  Recreation  and 
Park  Department,  the  SF  Human 
Rights  Commission  will  now  re- 
view the  contractors  to  make  sure 
they  follow  employment  guide- 
lines for  businesses  working 
within  the  City.  Among  other 
items,  the  commission  will  look 
at  how  many  minorities  the  con- 
tractor employs  and  if  they  fol- 
low the  City's  domestic  partners 
ordinance. 

Finally,  the  SF  Department  of 
Public  Works  will  review  the 
agreement,  though  Leung  said 
they  usually  follow  Rcc  and 
Park's  recommendations. 


Despite  the  commission's  ac- 
tion, some  still  object  to  the  pro- 
ject. Chesley  Tom,  who  heads  the 
Richmond  Committee,  fears  the 
center  will  take  away  much  need- 
ed parking. 

'Two-thirds  of  the  people  here 
are  tenants  who  rely  on  on-street 
parking."  said  Tom.  who  lives 
and  rents  property  across  the 
street  from  the  proposed  center. 
"People  may  not  want  to  rent 
here  if  they  can  t  find  parking." 

Tom  said  he  has  met  with 
members  from  five  households  in 
the  past  six  months  who  plan  to 
move  out  of  the  area.  He  said  a)  I

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Crackdown  on  illegal  units  in  Presidio  Heights

The  owner  of  illegally  used 
Sacramento  Street  commercial 
spaces  has  finished  converting 
the  units  to  legal  residential  use, 
although  he  still  needs  the  proper 
building  permits  to  continue  op- 
erating a  nearby  restaurant. 

According  to  the  SF  Planning 
Department,  property  owner 
Anthony  La  Cavcra  still  docs  not 
have  the  permits  needed  to  oper- 
ate the  Tuba  Garden  restaurant  at 
3634  Sacramento  Street. 

"He  hasn't  filed  building  per- 
mits regarding  fire  and  disability 
access  at  the  restaurant."  said 
Bob  Passmore,  zoning  adminis- 
trator of  the  SF  Planning 


Department.  "He  may  have  satis- 
fied other  requirements,  but  safe- 
ly requirements  arc  safety  re- 
quirements.'1 

La  Cavera  said  he  did  not 
know  he  was  still  in  violation  and 
will  work  with  the  City  to  get  the 
last  of  the  permits. 

"I  thought  all  I  had  to  do  was 
convert  the  units."  said  La 
Cavera.  "It's  kind  of  confusing.  I 
don't  know  a  lot  about  all  of 
this." 

In  1994  the  Planning 
Commission  issued  a  permit  al- 
lowing La  Cavera  to  continue  op- 
erating the  restaurant  on  the  con- 
dition he  comply  with  property 
use  and  building  guidelines.  The

Association  reported  to  the  com- 
mission that  in  1977  the  restau- 
rant expanded  to  a  second  floor 
without  the  necessary  planning 
and  building  permits.  At  least 
five  other  properties  also  did  not 
have  the  required  building  per- 
mits. 

The  most  important  condition 
was  that  he  convert  properties  at 
3605  and  3607  Sacramento 
Street  and  405.  407.  and  419 
Locust  Street  to  residential  uses. 
La  Cavcra  had  been  renting  the 
properties  to  a  number  of  learn- 
ing specialists  and  psychologists. 
Businesses  are  not  allowed  above 
the  first  floor  in  the  neighbor- 
ruxxl. 

After  receiving  the  permit.  La 
Cavera  converted  3607 
Sacramento  Street  and  409 
Locust  Street  to  residential  use, 
but  the  remaining  four  went  un- 
changed. 

'1  had  prior  advice  from 
politicians  and  others  not  to  do 
anything,"  said  La  Cavera.  who 
bought  the  properties  in  1960. 
"The  regulations  prohibiting 
commercial  uses  began  in  1987, 
with  at  least  a  two-year  grace  pe- 
riod. They've  been  commercial 
for  many  years." 

Passmore  said  early  this  year 


PHAN  alerted  the  department 
that  La  Cavcra  was  still  renting 
to  businesses. 

In  June.  La  Cavera  evicted  the 
remaining  businesses  and  began 
upgrading  the  units  for  residen- 
tial use.  In  November,  he  finished 
(he  work  and  has  found  new  ten- 
ants. La  Cavera  had  considered 
selling  the  the  properties,  but  de- 
cided to  keep  them  after  spend- 
ing money  to  convert  them. 

According  to  Robert  Friese, 
president  of  PHAN.  the  building 
use  violations  affected  the  "quali- 
ty of  life"  in  the  neighborhood. 

"We  don't  object  to  the  pro- 
fessions but  to  the  buildings 
which  were  against  the  codes," 
said  Friese,  who  also  said  his 
group  will  continue  to  monitor 
for  building  violations.  "There 
are  not  enough  residential  units, 
which  is  why  these  regulations 
must  be  followed." 

Passmore  said  the  department 
will  also  continue  to  monitor  the 
properties.  Last  month  the  com- 
mission met  to  discuss  revoking 
the  conditional  use  permit. 
Passmore  said  the  department  is 
not  adamantly  pursuing  the  mat- 
ter because  La  Cavera  had  shown 
"good  faith"  in  complying  with 
City  regulations. 
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Although  some  of  the  offices 
have  relocated,  some  say  the 
eviction  was  wrong  and  has  hurt 
their  business. 

"This  is  an  example  of  people 
wishing  only  to  serve  people  like 
themselves,"  said  Deborah 
Silverman,  a  psychologist  who 
was  based  at  3605  Sacramento 
Street  for  eight  years.  She  is  tem- 
porarily using  the  space  of  a  col- 
league. "This  neighborhood  has 
only  gotten  nicer  since  I've  been 
here,  but  they're  worried  about 
parking." 

Patricia  Henery,  a  learning 
specialist  who  had  shared  the 
same  office  as  Silverman,  said 
the  move  has  hurt  her  patients 
and  the  community. 

"A  lot  of  children  I  see  are  the 
children  of  people  around  here," 
said  Henery,  who  was  at  the  of- 
fice for  five  years.  Her  friends 
have  been  letting  her  use  their 
homes  as  temporary  offices.  "I'm 
sure  a  lot  of  other  businesses  will 
be  affected.  A  lot  of  people  who 
came  here  would  come  for  some- 
thing to  eat  or  other  shopping." 

Henery  said  adding  more  resi- 
dential units  is  actually  more 
detrimental  to  the  neighborhood. 

"The  four  young  men  who 
moved  into  (the  units  converted 
in  1994)  play  music  and  have 
barbecues  outside,"  said  Henery, 
who  said  residences  take  away 
parking  more  than  businesses  do. 
"You  can't  blame  them,  because 
they're  young  men,  but  in  terms 
of  noise  there's  a  lot  more  now." 

Passmore  said  there  may  be 
one  or  two  more  sites  in  the 
neighborhood  being  used  illegal- 
ly, but  most  left  after  the  new 
regulations.  He  said  that  at  the 
time,  similar  problems  were  oc- 
curring in  Noe  Valley  and  Union 
SL

Veteran:  war  is  not  glamorous 

Writer  tells  the 
gritty  truth 
about  battle

For  many  people.  Veterans 
Day  provides  an  opportunity  to 
watch  glamorized  Hollywood  de- 
pictions of  military  conflict  on 
television.  But  for  retired  Lt  Col. 
Bill  Whitman,  a  Richmond  resi- 
dent, it  is  a  day  to  remember 
some  of  the  most  harrowing 
umes  of  his  life. 

A  veteran  of  both  World  War 
II  and  the  Korean  war.  Whitman 
has  had  ample  opportunity  to 
Icam  that  war  is  not  glamorous. 

"You  can  be  talking  to  a  friend 
one  minute,  and  the  next  minute 
you're  watching  his  head  being 
blown  off.  There's  no  glamour  in 
war,"  says  Whitman. 

Yet  despite  the  harsh  realities 
of  war.  Whitman  served  with 
enough  courage  and  distinction 
to  earn  three  Purple  Hearts,  three 
medals  for  meritorious  combat 
service,  two  combat  infantry 
badges,  one  Bronze  Star,  one 
Silver  Star  and  an  Army 
Commendation  Medal. 

To  preserve  his  experiences 
for  posterity.  Whitman  has  self- 
published  a  book  entitled  "Scouts 
Out",  which  describes  his  experi- 
ences in  both  wars. 

"Scouts  Out"  makes  riveting 
reading,  because  it  describes  the 
day-to-day  life  and  death  experi- 
ences of  an  officer.  What  sets  this 
book  apart  from  others  is  that  it 
appears  to  tell  the  unvarnished 
truth. 

Because  the  book  is  self-pub- 
lished, it  appears  to  be  free  of  the 
sanitizauon  process  which  many 
books  on  the  subject  go  through 
to  ensure  political  correctness 
and  good  sales.  And  while  pans 
of  the  book  may  offend  sensitive 
readers  today,  it  reflects  attitudes 
and  opinions  of  the  time,  and 
does  not  attempt  to  portray  the 
American  soldiers  as  flawless. 

In  one  instance,  the  book  tells 
of  a  time  during  the  invasion  of 
Sicily  when  Allied  troops  decid- 
ed to  shoot  people  wearing  hob- 
nail shoes.  They  believed  the  re- 
treating German  and  Italian 
forces  may  have  left  snipers  dis- 
guised as  civilians.  Many  inno- 
cent people  were  killed,  mistaken 


for  snipers. 

"Many  civilians  I  know  were 
shot  when  it  was  discovered  that 
they  were  wearing  hob-nailed 
shoes,"  Whitman  says  in  his 
book.  "Later  it  was  found  that  all 
Sicilians  wore  them,"  Whitman 
explains. 

Unlike  the  cigar-chewing, 
hard-swearing  officer  of  the 
movies.  Whitman  is  soft-spoken 
and  self-effacing.  Without  fan- 
fare, he  told  of  a  time  when  he 
and  a  fellow  officer  met  under  a 
tree  to  discuss  strategy. 

"When  we'd  finished  talking, 
he  went  one  way  and  I  went  the 
other.  Seconds  later  he  took  a 
bullet  right  between  the  eyes.  He 
was  only  a  few  feet  away  from 
me." 

Asked  if  events  such  as  this 
affected  him  emotionally. 
Whitman  replied,  "At  the  time, 
you  are  too  busy  trying  to  figure 
out  what  to  do  to  feel  anything. 
But  after  war  it  hits  you." 

Whitman  followed  in  his  fa- 
ther's footsteps  when  he  became 
a  professional  soldier.  George  S. 
Whitman,  Whitman's  father, 
served  his  country  in  the 
Philippine  Insurrection  and 
World  War  I.  Although  father 
and  son  fought  in  different  wars 
at  different  limes,  their  careers 
were  similar  in  at  least  one  re- 
spect They  both  reached  the  rank 
of  Lieutenant  Colonel. 

Now  Whitman's  son, 
Christopher  C.  Whitman,  is  fol- 
lowing the  family  tradition.  He 
enlisted  and  did  a  three-year  tour 
of  duty  in  Vietnam  and  fought  as 
a  chopper  door  gunner  in  that

controversial  war.  After  he  had 
completed  his  tour,  Christopher 
decided  that  life  as  a  professional 
soldier  was  not  for  him,  and  he 
took  a  civilian  job. 

Lt.  Col.  Bill  Whitman  has 
deep  roots  in  the  Bay  area.  He 
was  raised  at  the  Presidio  Army 
Post,  and  he  attended  Galileo 
High  School. 

After  he  retired  from  the  mili- 
tary, he  settled  in  a  spacious 
apartment  on  Funston  Avenue 
between  Lake  and  California  in 
Richmond  some  25  years  ago 
He  still  lives  there  with  his  wife. 
Virginia. 

Age  and  a  stroke  have  done 
what  World  War  II  and  the 
Korean 

War  could  not  -  slowed  this 
seasoned  warrior  down. 

"I'm  not  allowed  to  drive 
since  the  stroke,  and  I  have  some 
difficulty  walking,  so  I  don't  gel 
out  much  anymore,"  says 
Whitman.  Whitman's  only  con- 
tact with  his  old  world  now 
comes  during  weekly  visits  with 
his  wife  to  the  Commissary  at  the 
Presidio  to  obtain  provisions. 

But  ihe  world  of  battles  and 
brave  men  is  in  the  forefront  of 
Whitman's  mind.  In  addition  ic 
subscribing  to  several  military 
magazines.  Whitman  has  deco- 
rated one  entire  wall  in  his  den  to 
paintings  depicting  great  battles 
ranging  from  the  American 
Revolution  to  more  recent  con- 
flicts. 

Another  wall  in  the  den  is  en- 
tirely covered  with  his  certifi- 
cates of  achievement,  commen- 
dations, and  awards  he  received 
during  his  long  military  career. 

"I  think  these  tell  my  story 
better  than  I  can,"  Whitman  said.

er,  is  encouraging  feedback  from 
the  public.  A  binder  has  been 
placed  just  inside  the  library's 
entrance  for  people  to  write  com- 
ments in. 

During  the  approximately  18 
months  the  building  will  be 
closed  for  the  construction,  the 
library  may  move  to  an  alternate 
site.  The  location  of  the  site  has 
not  been  determined  yet. 

Seismic  retrofit  work  at  other 
branches,  including  the  Sunset 
and  Presidio,  has  already  been 
completed  with  revenue  from 
previous  bond  measures. 

The  cost  of  the  Richmond 
Branch's  overhaul  will  be  $3.8 
million,  said  project  manager 
Roger  Wong  of  the  DPW. 

The  1914  construction  cost  of 
the  Richmond  Branch  Library 
was  $48,910.

of  them  named  lack  of  parking  as 
one  of  their  reasons  for  moving. 

Tom  also  said  many  business- 
es will  be  hurt  by  the  new  center. 

"A  lot  of  businesses  on 
Clement  rely  on  parking  for  their 
business,"  said  Tom.  "If  there's 
no  parking,  some  people  might 
not  want  to  come  and  deal  with 
parking. " 

"This  project  will  have  a  neg- 
ative impact  on  the  economy  of 
this  area." 

The  project,  which  has  been 
annually  receiving  portions  of  its 
funding  from  Rec  and  Park  since 
1990,  was  spared  a  formal  envi- 
ronmental study  after  a  prelimi- 
nary review  found  the  center 
would  not  have  a  significant  im- 
pact. Planners  found  that  the  ma- 
jority of  users  would  be  from  the 
neighborhood,  either  walking  or 
using  public  transportation. 

Tom  points  out  those  studies 
did  not  account  for  visiting  sports 
teams  coming  to  compete  at  the 
center. 

"On  Friday  and  Saturday 
nights  people  from  all  over 
would  be  coming  to  play,"  said 
Tom,  who  also  said  those  nights 


are  already  attracting  a  lot  of 
traffic.  "They  could  be  from  oth- 
er parts  of  San  Francisco  or  they 
could  be  from  all  over  the  Bay 
Area." 

Tom  said  the  group,  which 
claims  40  active  members,  is  still 
trying  to  find  ways  to  fight  the 
project,  such  as  a  lawsuit. 

Leung  said  that  after  the 
Department  of  Public  Works 
signs  the  contract,  public  meet- 
ings will  be  held  to  discuss  con- 
struction concerns  neighbors  may 
have. 

"We  want  to  be  sensitive  to 
their  concerns,"  said  Leung,  who 
mentioned  some  streets  may  be 
closed  near  the  project  during 
construction.  "But  it  won't  be 
anything  out  of  the  normal." 

He  said,  however,  the  meet- 
ings will  not  deal  with  the  actual 
project  but  rather  how  the  area 
will  be  affected  during  construc- 
tion. 

"It'll  be  more  of  an  informa- 
tional meeting  about  construction 
schedules  and  how  they  will  im- 
pact the  neighborhood,"  said 
Leung.  "They've  already  talked 
about  this  project  with  the  public. 
We  wouldn't  want  to  go  back- 
wards."

"scam"  type  crimes  directed  at 
our  seniors.  I  am  going  to  make 
this  the  focal  point  of  my  month- 
ly column,  and  a  priority  for  our 
officers  on  the  street.  Although 
there  are  numerous  crimes  target- 
ing our  senior  citizens,  here  are  a 
few  to  watch  out  for 

•  P.G.  &  E.  Repairman  Scam  - 
Last  month  one  of  our  seniors 
had  a  man  knock  on  her  door. 
She  answered  and  he  identified 
himself  as  a  P.G.  &  E.  repairman. 
(He  did  not  have  a  P.G.  &  E. 
identification  card  or  a  uniform). 
He  told  her  he  was  there  to  check 
the  water  pressure.  P.G.  &  E. 
does  not  check  water  press  ure- 
the  SF  Department  of  Water 
does. 

The  suspect  started  to  turn  on 
all  of  the  woman's  faucets  and 
even  asked  her  to  help.  While  she 


was  turning  on  faucets,  in 
the  rear  of  the  house  the 
"repairman"  was  stealing 
jewelry  and  money  from 
the  bedroom.  The  suspect 
then  left.  The  suspect  was 
also  in  contact  with  some- 
one on  a  walkie-talkie, 
(probably  his  lookout). 

Please,  do  not  let  anyone  into 
your  home  without  first  calling 
P.G.  &  E.  or  us. 

•  "You've  Won  A  Prize"  -  The 
Taraval  and  Richmond  Districts 
have  had  occurrences  where  citi- 
zens receive  a  call  informing 
them  that  they  had  won  either 
$25,000  or  a  new  car.  All  the  per- 
son had  to  do  was  pay  a  "pro- 
cessing fee"  of  $2,000,  and  the 
prize  would  be  forwarded  to 
them.  Wouldn't  it  strike  you  as 
odd  to  win  a  prize  in  a  drawing 
you  didn't  enter? 

"If  something  looks  too  good 
to  be  true...  it  probably  is."

niors  on  what  to  do  if  there  is  an 
unexpected  door  knock  or  bell 
ring. 

When  a  burglar  gets  no  re- 
sponse he  will  force  open  the 
door.  Burglars  avoid  occupied 
residences  and  will  "go  next 
door"  rather  than  risk  a  con- 
frontation. When  cornered  or 
afraid  of  being  identified,  howev- 
er, burglars  have  assaulted  the 
witnesses,  sometimes  with  dire 
consequences.  To  avoid  placing 
yourself  in  this  dangerous  posi- 
tion, we  recommend: 

•  Answer  those  unexpected 
knocks  at  your  door. 

•  Don't  open  the  door,  but 


speak  through  it! 

•  If  you  don't  recog- 
nize the  caller,  or  if  you 
don't  want  to  see  them 
for  any  reason,  tell  them 
that  "we"  are  busy  right 
now  and  can't  see  you. 
Be  polite  but  firm.  "We" 
is  always  better  than  "I," 
even  if  there  is  only  one  person 
at  home. 

•  If  someone  refuses  to  leave 
or  continues  pounding,  call  91 1 
immediately. 


•  Report  suspicious  persons  to 
the  police  and  give  the  best  de- 
scription you  can.  Anyone  who 
kicks  at  your  door  should  be  con- 
sidered suspicious. 

Remember  that  con-men  and 
women  are  great  talkers.  Call  91 1 
and  let  us  talk  to  them  before  you 
let  them  inspect  any  part  of  your 
property.

Teen  Pals  work  with  young  girls  to 
help  keep  them  on  track

Until  1977,  St.  Elizabeth  on 
Masonic  Avenue  was  a  home  for 
unwed  mothers.  Twenty  years 
ago,  St.  Elizabeth  merged  with 
Mount  St.  Joseph,  a  home  for 
girls  whose  families  are  unable  to 
care  for  them. 

Today,  the  stark  red  brick 
building's  facade  continues  to  be- 
lie its  purpose:  protect  the  priva- 
cy and  encourage  the  personal 
growth  of  young  women.  Still 
sheltering  not  only  young  expec- 
tant mothers,  but  teenage  girls 
whose  transition  into  adulthood 
would  otherwise  teeter  toward 
disaster,  St.  Elizabeth's  provides 
a  lime  of  self-discovery  and  de- 
termination for  the  future. 

These  days,  Sl  Elizabeth,  now 
known  as  Mount  St.  Joseph-St. 
Elizabeth  (MSJ-SE)  and  still  run 
by  the  hardy  nuns  of  the 
Daughters  of  Charity  of  Sl. 
Vincent  de  Paul,  continues  to 
bring  about  small  miracles  as 
well  as  perhaps  some  major  ones 
too.  Each  young  graduate  from 
MSJ-SE  is  a  realization  of  the 
school's  noble  design. 

A  segment  of  the  school's  to- 
tal purpose  is  Teen  Pal,  a  pro- 
gram in  which  teenage  girls  arc 
matched  with  pre-teen  girls  who 
also  find  themselves  in  ihe  same 
unstable  family-home  circum- 
stance. The  idea  for  this  liaison 
was  the  brainchild  of  Sheila 
Kelly.  MSJ-SE's  Program 
Director  and  her  husband  Patrick 
Kelly,  Program  Director  at  Bun 
Children's  Center. 

Jeff  Schindler,  until  recently 
vocational  coordinator  and  vocal 
enthusiast  of  Teen  Pal,  in  partner- 
ship with  Hayley  Webber,  who  is 
currently  holding  the  reins,  has 
poured  a  lot  of  energy  in  to  ihe 
fledgling  program.  According  to 
Schindler,  "All  children  are  an 
underutilized  resource  in  our 
community.  So,  if  you  can  find 
the  opportunity  where  you  can 
employ  a  teenager  and  have  her 
acknowledge  her  special  skills, 
and  use  those  to  also  help  other 
children  -  that's  what  we  want  to 
do." 

What  is  a  Teen  Pal  "success 
story"?  Schindler's  face  lights  up 
and  he  says,  "There  are  daily 
success  stories  here,  and  they  can 
be  little  success  stories  where 
someone  has  finally  understood 
something.  The  light  bulb  clicks 
on  and  all  the  hard  work  just  paid 
off- 
Teen  Pal's  best  success  story 
is  that  of  Ginny.  Just  17  years 
old,  Ginny  has  been  pan  of  the 
Teen  Pal  program  for  about  three 
years  and  was  paired,  until  re- 
cently, with  11 -year-old  "Linda" 
who  is  now  in  foster  home  care.

From  her  experience  working 
with  Linda,  Ginny  envisions  a 
career  in  social  services  as  a  real 
possibility  in  the  future. 

Considering  that  many  resi- 
dents arrive  at  MSJ-SE  academi- 
cally deficient  because  of  missed 
schooling  and,  in  some  cases,  not 
believing  ihcy  can  finish. 
Schindler  adds,  "It's  always  a  re- 
ally happy  day  here  when  some- 
body graduates  from  high  school. 
I  think  it's  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant things  we  can  do  for 
young  people,  10  make  sure  they 
get  their  high  school  diploma. 
Don'i  leave  here  without  it!" 
Schindler  concedes  thai  a  diplo- 
ma is  only  one  of  a  hundred 
things  to  hope  for,  but  it's  at  ihe 
lop  of  the  list 

One  other  hope  of  Schindler's 
for  the  young  ladies  at  MSJ-SE 
are  jobs;  year-  round  employ- 
ment that  will  help  provide  them 
with  practical  training  for  their 
future.  Ideally.  Schindler  hopes 
that  a  corporation  will  siep  for- 
ward and  underwrite  Teen  Pal  so 


thai  the  girls  can  gel  actually 
paid  for  participating  in  the  pro- 
gram. 

As  for  the  future  of  Teen  Pal, 
Schindler  hopes  to  see  an  in- 
crease of  residents  involved  in 
the  program.  Asked  what  he 
hoped  for  these  youngsters  in  the 
future  because  of  their  associa- 
tion with  the  Teen  Pal  program, 
Schindler  said.  "For  the  older 
teens,  I  hope  that  it  allows  them 
to  recognize  how  empaihic  and 
how  sensitive  and  how  skilled 
they  are.  Often  time  teenage  girls 
in  our  society  feel,  and  iruly 
sometimes  are,  undervalued.  And 
ihis  is  an  opportunity  for  them  to 
actually  see  that  they  have  skills 
that  people  in  the  community 
want  and  utilize  and  it  can  help 
someone  else. 

"For  the  younger  person,  they 
can  see  an  older  more  mature 
person  also  in  a  similar  situation 
as  they  are,  and  ihey  can  project 
into  the  future  and  think,  'Ok, 
well,  this  is  not  so  bad,'"  she 
said.

legally  permitted  by  the  City. 
Construction  began  in  late 
September  and  is  scheduled  to  be 
completed  in  February. 

The  project  is  one  of  seven 
Wells  Fargo  branches  to  test  a 
new  partnership  between 
Starbuck's,  Briazz-A  Sandwich 
Cafe,  a  new  Wells  Fargo  owned 
copy  and  postal  center,  and  the 
Pressing  Business  Company,  a 
dry  cleaning  business.  Two  other 
San  Francisco  branches,  1560 
Van  Ness  Ave.  and  601  Third  Sl, 
are  also  being  remodeled  and 
will  open  in  February.  The  re- 


maining four  branches  are  locat- 
ed in  Southern  California. 

According  to  Rod  Sherrell. 
spokesman  for  Wells  Fargo,  the 
branch  will  still  offer  full  service 
banking.  Though  it  will  be  re- 
duced from  its  present  size,  the 
bank  will  take  up  the  majority  of 
the  building's  5,600  square  feet 
and  the  full  staff  will  be  retained. 

"This  seemed  like  a  good 
place  to  start  this  type  of  busi- 
ness," said  Sherrell.  "The 
Richmond  has  a  good  customer 
base  that  would  find  these  ser- 
vices favorable."

However,  merchants  near  ihc 
bank  arc  strongly  opposed  to  the 
project. 

"They're  going  to  be  directly 
competing  against  a  lot  of  the 
small  merchants  in  this  neighbor- 
hood," said  David  Heller, 
president  of  the  Greater  Geary 
Merchants  and  Property  Owners 
Association.  "It's  hard  for  a  lot  of 
these  people  to  compete  against 
companies  like  that." 

Sherrcll  said  he  did  not  know 
whether  the  copy  and  postal  cen- 
ter would  be  competing  against 
other  merchants  by  offering  dis- 
counts or  promotions. 

Heller  said  Wells  Fargo 
should  have  worked  with  local 


businesses  if  they  wanted  to  ex- 
pand. 

"Why  bring  an  outside  person 
here  to  do  business?"  said  Heller. 
"If  they  wanted  to  offer  these  ser- 
vices, why  not  give  a  chance  to 
someone  from  here.  They  could 
have  offered  the  spot  to  someone 
from  the  neighborhood." 

Heller  said  bringing  in  large 
companies  takes  away  from  the 
local  economy, 

"It's  the  small  merchants  who 
keep  up  the  economy  in  the 
City,"  he  said.  "These  bigger 
companies  take  the  money  and 
bring  it  elsewhere." 

Starbuck's  and  Briazz,  which 
has  two  financial  district  loca- 
tions, are  both  based  in  Seattle. 
Sherrell  said  the  Pressing 
Business  Company,  which  will 
operate  only  as  a  drop-off  center, 
is  based  in  the  City. 


Sherrell  said  Wells  Fargo 
chose  to  work  with  these  compa- 
nies because  they  were  well  liked 
in  the  community. 

"These  arc  companies  that 
people  want,"  said  Sherrell,  who 
said  the  project  has  been  under 
discussion  for  over  a  year. 
These  companies  know  how  to 
provide  services  people  like." 

According  to  the  SF  Planning 
Department,  Conditional  Use 
Permits  are  issued  for  specific 
uses,  such  as  the  type  of  business 
being  conducted. 


According  to  the  SF  Building 
Department,  property  owners  re- 
ceived building  permits  to  re- 
model in  Fall  1997.  They  said 
Wells  Fargo  did  not  need  to  noti- 
fy the  public  of  the  permits  they 
received.  Notification  is  only  re- 
quired if  the  construction 
changes  the  exterior  of  the  build- 
ing. 4K*^J 

Sherrell  said  Wells  Fargo  ap- 
proached neighboring  merchants 
and  found  no  major  objections. 

"The  comments  were  varied, 
but  overall  people  seemed  not  to 


be  bothered  by  this,"  said 
Sherrell.  "Most  of  the  businesses 
thought  it  was  a  good  idea  to 
have  different  services  in  the 
area." 

Chris  Gimbl,  spokesman  for 
Starbuck's,  said  the  partnership 
will  provide  a  convenience  for 
bank  customers. 

"They  can  come  to  do  bank- 
ing and  have  all  these  services 
available,"  said  Gimbl.  "We  look 
for  places  which  have  a  lot  of 
fool  traffic  and  also  places  where 
people  work,  live,  and  play."

The  question  of  public  safety 
came  up  in  mid-Sepiembcr  when 
Hogan,  and  others,  cried  foul  to 
Bob  Passmore,  zoning  director 
for  the  SF  Department  of 
Planning.  Residents  complained 
to  Passmore  that  structural  modi- 
fications to  the  tower  currently 
underway  were  primarily  for  the 
purpose  of  installing  digital  an- 
tenna for  High  Definition 
Television  (DTV)  and  not  for 
safety  purposes  as  claimed  by  the 
project  sponsor. 

In  addition,  residents  told 
Passmore  the  proposed  structural 
upgrades  were  inadequate  for 
public  safely. 

Along  with  Hogan,  Lloyd 
Guff,  chairman  of  the  California 
Seismic  Safely  Commission  and 
a  nearby  resident,  warned  the 
Planning  Department  in  August 
about  the  importance  of  using 
new  scientific  data  in  an  analysis 
of  Sutro  Tower.  "Il  would  be 
foolhardy  to  add  a  major  new 
125-foot  beam  to  the  tower  with- 
out considering  new  data  from 
the  Loma  Pncia.  Nonhridgc  and 
Kobe  earthquakes,"  wrote  Cluff 
to  the  department.  Cluff  argued 
for  a  "full  dynamic  analysis", 
saying  the  effects  of  typographic 
ground-motion  amplification  and 
near-source  directivity  should  be 
considered  before  the  project 
moves  forward. 

In  fact,  Cluff  persuaded  John 
Osteraas,  principal  engineer  at 
Failure  Analysis  Associates  in 
Menlo  Park,  a  company  that  reg- 
ularly performs  the  type  of  anal- 
ysis Cluff  believes  is  necessary, 
to  donate  his  services  for  the  pro- 
ject. 

Last  month,  the  University  of 
California  at  Berkeley  undertook 
a  seismic  analysis  of  its  facilities 
using  the  newer  techniques 
which  utilize  data  from  the  Kobe. 
Loma  Prieta  and  Norihridge 
earthquakes  and  found  57  build- 
ings that  need  additional  seismic 
retrofitting  at  a  projected  cost  of 
$700  million. 

As  part  of  its  review  of  the  up- 
grades, in  mid-November  the 
Department  of  Building 
Inspection  sent  a  memo  to  the 
City  Attorney  requesting  assis- 
tance on  10  items.  According  to 
Laurence  Cornfield,  chief  build- 
ing inspector  for  the  SF 
Department     of  Building 


Inspection,  the  department  con- 
sidered a  whole  host  of  issues, 
including  whether  state  or  federal 
standards  exist  which  could  be 
applied  to  the  tower.  Cornfield 
also  says  the  City  Attorney  was 
asked  to  look  at  the  issue  of 
whether  the  installation  of  a  digi- 
tal antenna  is  a  change  in  use 
from  the  use  granted  in  the  origi- 
nal conditional  use  permit,  which 
residents  have  long  claimed  is 
the  case. 

And,  according  to 
Hutchinson,  it  was  at  that  time 
the  department  began  to  consider 
whether  the  tower  could  qualify 
as  an  "essential  service  facility". 
Under  California  and  local  code 
requirements,  structures  termed 
"essential"  to  the  city  are  held  to 
higher  standards  than  those  re- 
quired under  the  current  permit 
issued  by  the  department  for 
structural  upgrades  currently  un- 
derway on  the  tower. 

A  check  of  the  most  recent  list 
of  buildings  designated  as  "es- 
sential service  facilities"  by  the 
City  reveals  that  although  numer- 
ous hospitals,  schools  and  other 
private  and  city  buildings  are 
considered  "essential"  in  an 
emergency,  not  contain  a  single 
communications  facility  made 
the  list. 

A  recent  inventory  of  tenants 
at  Sutro  Tower.shows  that  in  ad- 
dition to  10  television  stations 
which  serve  the  Bay  Area,  the 
FBI,  SF  Police  Department 
California  Highway  Patrol  and 
the  UC  Police  Department  have 
communications  systems  which 
operate  from  the  tower. 

Frank  Lucia,  F.C.C. 
spokesperson  for  the  Emergency 


Alert  System,  calls  Sutro  Tower  a 
"significant  facility  in  terms  of 
the  system."  Lucia  points  out  that 
"if  for  some  reason  that  facility 
(Sutro  Tower)  would  fall  down 
what  would  we  be  left  with?" 

Jim  Gabbert,  owner  of  KOFY 
(Channel  20)  and  state  chairman 
of  the  Emergency  Alert  System, 
calls  Sutro  Tower  "the  most  im- 
portant tower  in  America." 
Gabbert  says  the  lower  was  in- 
strumental to  slate  and  local  offi- 
cials during  ihe  1989  earthquake, 
recent  floods  and  other  emergen- 
cies, and  is  unique  because  it 
reaches  the  hearing  impaired.

that  thing  (Sutro  Tower)  went 
down,"  predicted  Gabbert 

Designating  Sutro  Tower  as  an 
essential  facility  should  not  take 
the  place  of  public  review,  ac- 
cording to  Reed  Super,  attorney 
the  Twin  Peaks  Improvement 
Association  and  the  Midtown 
Terrace  Homeowers  Association. 
Super  maintains  the  structural 
upgrades  should  never  have  been 
separated  from  the  environmental 
impact  report  currently  under  re- 
view by  the  Planning 
Department. 

"The  permits  (for  the  struc- 
tural upgrade  and  hanging  of  the 
digital  antenna)  should  never 
have  been  issued  by  the  Planning 
Department,"  says  Super.  "The 
structural  upgrades  are  part  of  the 
environmental  issues  and  should 
be  part  of  the  public  review  pro- 
cess," added  Super. 


Supervisor  supports 
local  control  over 
telecommunication  sites

Supervisor  Ammiano's  resolu- 
tion supports  Senate  bill  1350, 
introduced  in  the  Senate  by 
Patrick  Leahy  (D.  Vt.)  on  Oct  30 
and  co-sponsored  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  by  Bernard 
Saunders  (JLVl).  The  bill  would 
amend  section  332  of  the 
Communications  Act  of  1934 
and  return  authority  to  state  and 
local  governments  over  the 
placement,  construction  and 
modification  of  telecommunica- 
tion facilities. 

In  addition,  Senator  Leahy's 
bill  would  establish  local  authori- 
ty for  environmental  review  of 
facilities  and  prohibit  the  F.C.C. 
from  adopting  any  rule  which 
would  preempt  state  and  local 
regulation  of  the  placement  of  fa- 
cilities. 

Leahy's  bill  is  an  attempt  to 
block  the  F.C.C.  from  adopting  a 
rule  which,  if  unamended,  would 
preempt  state  and  local  zoning 
and  land  use  ordinances  which 
potentially  present  obstacles  to 
the  placement  of  equipment  for 
the  new  digital  television  (DTV) 
service. 

The  City  also  took  a  firm 
stand  against  the  new  F.C.C.  rule 
when,  on  October  30,  1997,  City 
Attorney  Louise  Rennc  filed  an 
opposition. 

In  the  opposition,  the  City 
Attorney  pointed  to  Sutro  Tower 
as  an  example  of  the  need  for  lo- 
cal review  for  two  main  reasons: 
(1)  to  protect  the  health  and  safe- 
ty of  residents  and  (2)  to  ensure 
that  structures  are  consistent  with 
the  City's  land  use  plan  and  poli- 
cies. 
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We  visited  this  charming 
and  romantic  restau- 
rant long  ago,  during 
its  first  incarnation,  when  the 
chef  served  overly  cute,  massive- 
ly peppered  and  high-priced 
French  food.

They  can  create  what  looks  to  be 
fabulous  parlies,  both  sit-down 
and  buffet  tables,  with  special 
menus  from  which  to  pick  and 
choose.  It  is  also  a  popular  spot 
for  wedding  receptions,  holidays, 
anniversaries  or  any  other  occa- 
sion. 

The  interiors  of  the  two  dining 
rooms  resemble  a  European 
country  restaurant,  with  peach 
and  apricot  walls  decorated  at  the 
top  with  colorful  leaves  inter- 
twined with  fairy  lights.  There 
arc  hardwood  floors  and  chairs 
with  caned  backs.  The  tables 
have  white  tablecloths  covered 
with  glass,  and  a  small  lovely 
plant  nestled  next  to  a  Chianii 
bottle  with  a  candle  burning 
cheerfully  inside.  A  beautiful 
wrought  iron  white  chandelier  in 
each  dining  room  provides  a  ro- 
mantic glow.

The  restaurant  is  open  for 
lunch  and  in  warmer  weather  you 
can  sit  outside  in  the  back  garden 


and  dine  al  fresco  at 
13  tables  sealing  45. 
The  dining  rooms  fea- 
ture twenty  tables  with 
seating  for  60. 

Chef  John  Henbury 
is  very  young  to  be  so 
accomplished.  There 
arc  always  two  menus, 
one  featuring  specialties  of  the 
evening  and  the  other  featuring 
the  most  popular  dishes.  Specials 
the  night  we  visited  included 
Roasted  Pumpkin  Soup,  $4.50,  or 
Baked  Brie  with  Flame 
Grape/Mint  Salsa  served  with 
Crosiini  and  Sweet  Roasted 
Garlic  Spread,  $7.95  (sounds  like 
a  meal  to  me!).  Special  entrees, 
ranging  from  $1 1  to  $18,  includ- 
ed Polenta  Cheese  Lasagna, 
Honey-Dijon  Marinated  Pork 
Loin,  Marinated  and  Grilled  Blue 
Nose  Sea  Bass  and  Grilled  Filet 
Mignon,  each  served  with  origi- 
nal sauces  and  a  veggie  medley 
or  single  vegetable.

The  salad  was  a  bit  below  the 
usual  standards  -  butter  and  ice- 
berg lettuce  substituted  for  the 
usual  romainc  and  we  didn't  taste 
any  anchovy.  The  dressing,  too,

How  many 
limes  have 
you  heard 
of  horror  stories 
about  the  difficul- 
ties and  nightmares 
associated  with  es- 
crows? Newspapers 
and  people  in- 
volved will  dr. una 
li/.e  these  situauons  because  they 
make  good  stories.  If  the  transac- 
tion was  smooth  and  easy,  people 
don't  make  a  big  deal  of  it  and 
there  is  no  story  to  tell. 

Escrow  problems  can  be  mini- 
mized by  anticipating  what  can 
come  up  and  by  being  prepared. 
An  experienced  real  estate  agent 
can  warn  and  advise  you  on  what 
the  issues  are  and  what  to  do 
should  they  come  up. 

The  California  Financial 
Code,  section  17003,  defines  es- 
crow as  follows: 

Escrow  means  any  transaction 
wherein  one  person  for  the  pur- 
pose of  affecting  the  sale,  trans- 
fer, encumbering,  or  leasing  of 
real  or  personal  property  to  an- 
other person,  delivers  any  wnuen 
instrument,  money,  evidence  of 
Ulle  to  real  or  personal  property 
or  any  other  thing  of  value  to  a 
third  person  to  be  held  by  such 
third  person  until  the  happening 
of  a  specified  event  or  the  perfor- 
mance of  a  prescribed  condition, 
when  it  is  then  to  be  delivered  by 
such  third  person  to  a  grantee, 
grantor,  promisee,  promisor, 
obligee,  obligor,  bailee,  bailor,  or 
any  agent  or  employee  of  any  of 
the  latter. 

In  essence,  escrow  is  a  place 
where  the  money  is  held  and 
where  the  money  and  documents 
exchange  hands  after  all  the 
terms  of  the  contract  have  been 
fulfilled. 

After  the  contract  is  ratified, 
signifying  that  the  price  and  all 
the  terms  have  been  agreed  upon, 
an  escrow  is  opened.  The  initial 
deposit  is  sent  to  the  escrow 
company.  In  Northern  California, 
the  title  insurance  company  also 
usually  acts  as  the  escrow  com- 
pany. 

The  title  insurance  company 
will  search  the  records  to  insure 
that  the  sellers  are  indeed  the 
owners  of  the  property  and  to  de- 
termine who  else  have  claims  or 
interests  in  the  property.  They 
summarize  their  findings  in  the

Preliminary  Title  Report. 

Before  closing  die  transaction, 
they  make  sure  that  the  property 
taxes  are  paid,  the  sellers'  mort- 
gage loans  are  paid  off.  and  that 
there  are  no  liens  or  judgements 
against  the  property  before  it  is 
transferred  to  the  new  buyers.  In 
effect,  they  are  guaranteeing 
clear  title  to  the  buyers  so  that 
they  can  sell  it  in  the  future.  If  af- 
ter purchasing  the  property,  the 
buyers  find  that  there  are  other 
claims  against  the  property,  they 
would  have  a  claim  against  the  ti- 
tle insurance  company. 

In  the  meantime,  the  sellers  or 
their  agent  will  need  to  perform 
on  their  end  by  following 
through  on  their  agreements  in 
the  contract.  This  often  means 
ordering  the  Report  of 
Residential  Building  Record  or 
3R  Report,  obtaining  an  energy 
and  water  conservation  inspec- 
tion and  certification  of  the  prop- 
erty, making  sure  that  smoke  de- 
tectors are  up  and  working,  per- 
forming the  termite  or  roof  work 
as  required,  ordering  the  loan 
payoff,  and  packing  in  anticipa- 
tion of  the  move. 

While  all  this  is  going  on,  the 
buyers  or  their  agent  order  the  in- 
spection reports  and  apply  for  the 
loan  at  the  same  time.  When  the 
inspection  reports  are  done,  if 
there  are  any  damages,  there  is 
typically  a  second  round  of  nego- 
tiations. After  everything  has 
been  agreed  to,  an  increased  de- 
posit is  usually  put  into  escrow. 

At  the  same  time,  the  buyers 
have  completed  and  submitted 
the  loan  package  to  the  lender, 
the  lender  will  check  the  buyers' 
credit  histories,  employment  his- 
tories and  salaries,  and  bank  de- 
posits. The  lender  will  also  send 
out  an  appraiser  to  estimate  the 
value  of  the  property.  If  every- 
thing is  in  order  and  the  buyers 
qualify  for  the  loan,  the  lender 
will  give  loan  approval  to  the 
buyers.

also  need  to  get  fire 
insurance  to  cover 
the  property  after 
the  close  of  escrow. 

Once  the  loan  is 
approved,  the 
lender  will  send  the 
paperwork  to  the 
escrow  company 
for  the  buyers  to 
sign.  At  this  point,  there  is  gener- 
ally assurance  that  the  transac- 
tion will  close.  The  buyers  and 
sellers  sign  the  closing  paper- 
work at  the  title  company. 

The  escrow  company  requests 
funds  from  the  lender,  the  lender 
funds  the  loan,  the  buyers  bring 
in  the  balance  of  the  down  pay- 
ment and  closing  costs,  the  Grant 
Deed  is  recorded,  and  the  buyers 
become  owners.  Easy  and  pain- 
less, right??? 

A  typical  escrow  will  take 
about  30  to  45  days,  with  the 
loan  process  taking  up  most  of 
the  time.  The  complexities  in  es- 
crows lie  in  the  fact  that  all  these 
things  are  taking  place  simulta- 
neously, with  the  real  estate 
agent  as  the  focal  point  or  coor- 
dinator of  all  these  activities. 

If  any  one  of  these  items  goes 
wrong  or  is  not  done  in  a  timely 
manner,  it  can  affect  the  whole 
transaction  and  lead  to  a  delayed 
closing,  which  frustrates  all  par- 
ties involved. 

Escrows  do  not  have  to  be  a 
painful  process  if  communication 
among  all  parlies  is  good.  If  the 
agents  inform  buyers  and  sellers 
what  they  can  expect  if  problems 
arise  and  what  the  typical  solu- 
tions are,  this  could  go  a  long 
way  to  resolving  problems.

Like  many  families  in  the 
City,  my  husband  and  I  love  tak- 
ing our  two  children  for  a  nice 
bicycle  ride  or  walk  in  the  park 
on  Sundays.  Golden  Gate  Park  is 
the  crown  jewel  for  every  one 
who  wants  to  enjoy  nature  in  an 
urban  environment. 

Judging  from  the  number  of 
constituents  who  have  contacted 
me  about  recent  criminal  activity 
in  the  Park,  it  is  clear  thai  the  res- 
idents of  this  City  will  not  toler- 
ate the  destruction  of  this  trea- 
sure. 1  agree,  and  I  will  hold  this 
City  to  a  zero- tolerance  policy 
towards  crime  in  Golden  Gate 
Park  and  ail  neighborhood  parks 
in  San  Francisco.  That  means  we 
will  not  tolerate  fires,  encamp- 
ments, hypodermic  needles  or 
any  other  desecration. 

In  response  to  concerns,  I 
sponsored  a  five-point  hearing  on 
Golden  Gate  Park  in  the  Housing 
and  Neighborhood  Services 
Committee  on  November  20 
which  was  very  productive. 
Deputy  Chief  Holder  from  the  SF 
Police  Department,  Dr.  Mitch 
Katz  from  the  SF  Department  of 
Health,  the  Mayor's  Homeless 
Coordinator  Terry  Hill,  Joel 
Robinson  from  SF  Recreation 
and  Parks  Department  and  many

others  provided  information  on 
new  collaborative  efforts  in  the 
past  few  weeks  to  address  the 
problems. 

I  strongly  believe  that  en- 
forcement of  laws  already  on  the 
books  is  absolutely  necessary. 
The  SF  Police  Department  says 
mere  has  been  increased  cooper- 
ation between  various  law  en- 
forcement agencies,  and  that  over 
2,800  citations  have  been  given 
out  this  year  for  illegal  camping 
and  other  activities  in  the  Park 
this  year.  The  District  Attorney's 
office  also  pledged  cooperation 
in  prosecuting  those  who  break 
the  law. 

Joel  Robinson,  director  of  the 
SF  Recreation  and  Park 
Department,  also  revealed  that  in 
the  past  two  months,  he  has  es- 
tablished 20  full-time  staff  mem- 
bers to  do  sweeps  of  the  park 
seven  days  a  week. 

In  addition.  Dr.  Mitch  Katz, 
director  of  the  SF  Department  of 
Health,  slated  that  there  has  been 
dramatic  progress  in  decreasing 
the  number  of  hypodermic  nee- 
dle sites  and  that  he  is  increasing 
efforts  to  provide  "treatment  on 
demand"  for  those  who  require 
medical  attention. 

The  broader  issues  of  home- 


lessness  and  the 
encampments 
were  also  dis- 
cussed at  length 
in  the  hearing.  As 
I  stated  during  the 
hearing,  home- 
lessness  and 
poverty  are  not 
crimes,  however, 
encampments  in  the  Park  are.  We 
must  be  sensitive  to  those  who 
want  or  need  help,  but  at  the 
same  time  we  cannot  tolerate  an 
environment  which  encourages 
crime.  Terry  Hill,  the  Mayor's 
homeless  coordinator,  announced 
that  the  City,  in  collaboration 
with  interfailh  community,  will 
create  over  700  more  beds  in  the 
next  few  weeks  to  accommodate 
people  who  are  homeless  and 
seeking  shelter.  In  addition,  a 
centralized  wailing  list  for  beds 
will  be  created  by  December  1. 
Currently,  no  such  list  exists. 

This  hearing  provided  a  nec- 
essary forum  to  discuss  much 
needed  action  recently  taken  in 
Golden  Gate  Park,  but  ultimately 
we  must  continue  lo  maintain 
this  level  of  energy  in  order  to 
ensure  the  crown  jewel  of  Sari 
Francisco  remains  a  haven  for 
families,  children  and  all  ihose 
who  visit  it.  There  are  no  easy 
answers  when  it  comes  to  many 
of  the  social  and  health  issues 
surrounding  the  use  of  this  park, 
but  we  must  continue  to  try.  I  am 
committed  to  making  sure  thai 
we  do,  and  that  we  implement 
the  zero-tolerance  policy  on 
crime,  needles  and  encampments 
in  Golden  Gate  Park.
